Before  you  travel,  check 
the  schedule  in  both  directions  and  the  expiration 
date  on  the  schedule. 

Except  for  some  long-distance  trains,  Amtrak  does  not 
require  reservations.  Seating  on  most  Amtrak  trains 
is  unassigned;  the  conductor  will  take  your  ticket 
once  the  train  has  departed.

Bicycles  in 

Checked  Baggage 
Service. 


On  certain  trains  your  bicycle  can  be  carried  in  the 
baggage  car  if  your  are  traveling  between  two  of  the 
stations  listed  below.  Bicycles  checked  as  baggage 
will  be  delayed  if  you  are  not  using  a  train  which 
has  a  baggage  car.  Bicycles  must  be  boxed  with 
handlebars  turned  and  pedals  removed.  There  is  a  $5.00 
handling  charge  for  each  bicycle.  The  baggage  agent 
where  you  board  will  supply  you  with  a  free  bike  box 
upon  request.  Amtrak's  bike  boxes  are  highly  recom  - 
mended  since  they  are  sturdy  and  huge.  Plan  to  arrive 
at  the  station  at  least  one  hour  early  if  you  are 
going  to  check  your  bicycle. 


Checked  baggage  service  is  available  at  the  following 
stations,  but  only  on  a  very  limited  number  of  trains 
that  serve  these  stations.  Please  call  ahead  for 
more  information.
